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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicant's remarks on page 2, last 5 
lines that the Examiner is wrongly indicating the location of the fresh air inlet since Marques disclose that inlet 14 receives fresh air. it is 
the Examiner's opinion that nevertheless, the opening 21 receives the fresh air from the vent 14; hence, it too is a fresh air opening. In 
the same vein and contrary to applicant's remark that Grinberg does not receive fresh air from beneath the seat, Grinbereg shows 
opening 68 or 44 which is beneath the seat. As to applicant argument as it pertains to the word "modular", page 3, first full paragraph, 
seat frame 18 and/or air conditioning unit 22 is a module. As to applicant remarks found on page 3, first paragraph, applicant is wrong in 
his suggestion the air conditioning unit and /or seat frame is so integrally constructed with the cab until one would need a cutting torch in 
order to remove either piece. As to applicant's argument as it relates to the inlet vents disposed on opposite sides of the modular 
system, page 4, second paragraph, since the module portion of Marques has been explain above, the air conditioning unit or seat frame 
clearly has a plurality of inlet vents as claimed . 
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
